Normal behavior is in the last 
analysis only average behavior, and 
averages differ in different parts of 
the world. 
None tile less, there is a common 
residue, after differences have been 
eliminated, which is accepted gen­ 
erally as representing the normal. 
Perhaps the most prominent ele­ 
ment in this normal is the willing­ 
ness and the capacity on the part of 
the individual to adapt himself to 
the demands of his practical every 
day life. 
During infancy and particularly 
during the first year of life the child 
is called on to make but few con­ 
cessions to his environment. 
As he grows older, however and 
particularly when he begins to creep 
about and to walk, the confined 
world of the child begins to exact 
from him modifications in his be­ 
havior. 
Gravity forces him to learn to bal­ 
ance 
himself; 
weight, 
hardness, 
sharpness, heat, and all other quali­ 
ties in his environment demand his 
respect, 
and 
frequently 
exact 
changes in his behavior. 
A little later he is actively taken 
Unto the social group of the family 
or the nursery school. 
He must learn to give and to take, 
to yield and to press for advantages, 
to curb rage, to perform routine 
functions, 
to 
observe 
common 
usages, property rights and the like. 
The nervous child is likely to be 
restless and to lack control over its 
bodily movement. 
There may be 
twitching of the face muscles, or 
the child may grimace. 
Muscular coordination in poor, not 
infrequently the child is charged 
with carelessness because it so com­ 
monly drops things. 
Indigestion, 
capricious appetite, 
vomiting spells, and gastric pains 
are common complaints.

Each candidate knows 
that his nomination was the result 
of his own efforts, his personality 
yr the belief on the part of the 
electorate that they would be able 
officials if nominated and elected. 


Indeed, one or two of the nomi­ 
nees, who received substantial plu­ 
ralities in the prim aries, did not 
even campaign beyond the confines 
of their own immediate districts so 
th at the electorate in many parts 
of the county was not even ap­ 
proached, but voted according to 
the dictates of their own hearts 
and minds. 
. 


Little wonder, then, that the Re­ 
publican ticket as it emerged from 
the primary was regarded by vot­ 
ers everywhere as the* strongest 
and most powerful that could have 
been placed in the field by that 
party. 


None of the Republican nominees 
spent exorbitant sums to secure 
their nomination, most of them 
keeping their expenses under $200. 
It certainly cannot ba said of any 
of the Republican candidates that 
they bought their nomination. 


Ju st a word about those Repub­ 
lican candidates who were defeat­ 
ed at the primary. So far as lead­ 
ers have been able to learn none of 
them is working against the ticket 
as nominated, but all of them, with 
fine sportsmanship, have announced 
they will support the ticket, look­ 
ing forward four ^ears to the time 
when they will probably be candi­ 
dates again. 
The attitude of the defeated can­ 
didates has been particularly grati­ 
fying to the party leaders and 
committeemen, and they take this 
means of thanking them and ask 
for their continued support until 
the polls close next Tuesday eve­ 
ning. 
Looking into the private lives of 
the various Republican candidates, 
nothing can be said 
against the 
treatm ent of their fellowmen, their 
families or those with whom they 
do business. Each one of them has 
an unblemished record for honesty 
and square-deaiing, and all of them 
would unquestionably carry those 
traits and characteristics into the 


offices to which they aspire. 


A number of the Republican can­ 
didates are either in business for 
themselves or are prominent farm ­ 
ers. Those in business have always 
been known for their uprightness 
and honesty, and the farmers have 
always been 
successful even 
in 
times of stress and falling prices. 


It is men of such calibre that Ad­ 
ams county needs in its offices to 
place the adm inistration of 
the 
county’s affairs on a business-like 
basis, to save the taxpayers* money 
and to lead the county out of the 
morass of debt into which it has 
been plunged rn recent years by 
ungoverned expenditures. 


The county home w here $he poor 
and indigent of .Adams county are 
spending the declining years of 
their lives shows the results 
of 
wanton waste of taxpayers' money 
in the past seven years under Dern- 
ocratic administration. 


In 1924, when the administration 
of affairs at the county home was 
taken out of Republican hands and 
placed in the hands of a Demo­ 
cratic board, the appropriation for 
the work and expenses there that 
year was $23,900. 
It was only 
natural, of course, that during the 
years of 1928 and 1929, with prices 
mounting 
steadily, 
the 
appro­ 
priation 
for

home 
should be increased, but last year, 
1930, the appropriation was $30,- 
900, and where much of this sum 
was wasted is revealed in a com­ 
parison between the 1924 and 1930 
audits. 


For example, in 1924 $230.53 was 
spent for disinfectants at the home, 
while in 1930 this item was given 
in the audit at $951.21. 


While it must be taken into con­ 
sideration that there were 88 in­ 
m ates at the county home in 1930 
as compared with 68 in 1924, yet 
less money was spent for bread, 
butter and cakes last year than in 
1924. 
Certainly, bread and butter 
were both more 
expensive 
last 
year than in 1924. 
The only an­ 
swer to this problem apparently 
lies in the fact that the inmates 
were served less of these necessi­ 
ties. 
In 1924, $1,043.15 was spent 
for bread and cakes, while in 1930 
this item is given as $994.71, while 
in 1924 $92.32 worth of butter was 
consumed as compared with $80.27 
worth last year. 


Likewise, in 1924 $683.88 was 
spent ftor beef as compared with 
$412.91 a year ago. Did the stew­ 
ard, at the direction of the direc­ 
tors of the poor, give those aged 
and failing folks less sustaining 
and nourishing m eat last year than 
in 1924? 
If he did then it’s time 
to change the management of a f­ 
fairs at the county home. 
A comparison of some of the 
other items of expenses at the 
county home is worth 
mention 
here:

From these figures it is clearly 
evident that too much is 
being 
sjient at the county home, because 
1930 was undoubtedly a year of 
falling prices and is comparable 
with 1924 which preceded the boom 
times of 1928 and 1929. 


It is a m atter of public record 
that Democratic boards of county 
commissioners have invariably im­ 
posed heavy indebtedness on the 
county, which, in times past, have 
been materially reduced by Repub­ 
lican boards. 


Too often the commissioners are 
launched into office with no ideas 
of business management, and fail 
to see the need of applying busi­ 
ness principles to the expenditure 
of public money. 
Few Democratic 
boards work on the budget system 
which is generally in use in almost 
every 
modern 
business 
today. 
Knowing approximately what the 
county’s revenue will be for a year, 
they have failed to budget their ex­ 
penses accordingly. 


Such a hit-and-miss system in­ 
variably leads to waste, an in­ 
crease in county indebtedness and 
no provision for additions to the 
sinking fund used for the retire­ 
ment of bonds and the payment of 
interest. 


It is one of the duties of the com­ 
missioners to direct what assess­ 
ments shall be 
thoroughout 
the 
county. 
Recent Democratic boards 
have been lax in this particular. 
While, it is true, the present Dem- 
cratic board gave its usual instruc­ 
tions to assessors, 
in many in­ 
stances no follow-up work 
was 
done to determine whether the as­ 
sessments were what they should 
be. 


In one district, the assessor was 
told to assess a certain valuable 
piece of real estate a t such a figure. 
He told the board th at if they 
wanted to place that assessment 
on the property they should do it 
themselves. 
He said he lived in 
that district and would not boost 
the assessment to what the com­ 
missioners asked. 
The upshot was 
that the assessment on the partic­ 
ular piece of real estate remained 
unchanged whereas it should be 
many thousands of dollars higher, 
thereby yielding the county addi­ 
tional taxes.
